4. Disqualification —No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, If satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax .^Whcrc the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient 80 to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.^-Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

Provided thal (he Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under (he personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation to this rule. 

5. Power to relax : — ' Where the Central Government is of the opinion that i( is necessary or expedient so to do it may, by order for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission relax any of (he provisions of the rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

6. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
and the Schedule Tribes and other special categores of persons in accordance with the ordtrt issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

G.S*R, 69. — 'Whereas certain draft rules further to 
amend the Aircraft Rules, 1937, were published with the 
notification of the Government of India, in the Ministry of 
Tourism and Civil Aviation, No. G.S.R. 1146, dated the 
4th October, 1974 at pages 2704-2705 of the Gazette of India, 
Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i), dated the 26th Octobei, 
1974, inviting objections and suggestions from all persons 
likely to be affected thereby before the cxpiiy of a period 
of three months from the date of publication of the said noti- 
fication in the Official Gazette ; 

And whereas, the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 26th October, 1974 ; 

And whereas, no objections or suggestions have been re- 
ceived from the public ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 5 of the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934), the Cen- 
tral Government hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Aircraft Rules, 1937, namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Aircraft (Amendment ) 
Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Aircratft Rules, 1937, after rule 78B, the follow- 
ing rule shall be inserted, namely : — 

“78C. Parking of vehicles at an aerodrome — 

(1) No person shall park any vehicle at any Govern- 

ment aerodrome, other than an aerodrome to which 
the International Airports Authority Act, 1971 
(43 of 1971) aipplies or is made applicable, 
except in a place provided for the parking thereof 
and except on a payment of such fees as may 
be specified by the Directoi General from time to 
time for such parking, to the officerdn-charge of 
the aerodrome or to any other person as may be 
specified in this behalf by the Director General, 
by general or special order. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule 

(a) the Director General may, by general or special 
Older, for good and sufficient reason, exempt any 
vehicle or class of vehicles from the payment of 
fees referred to in sub-rule (1) ; 

(b) the Director General or the Office r-in- Charge of 
aerodrome or any other person specified in this 
behalf by the Director General, by general or 
special order, may, if he is satisfied that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do for the mninte- 
nance of proper order or discipline, refuse ad- 
mission of any vehicle into such aerodrome or 
require the same to be taken out of it. 

(3) The fees collected under sub-rule (1) shall be 
paid to the Central Government in such manner 
as may be specified in this behalf by the Director 
General by general or special order.”
